“After making a survey of the en-} 


tire situation in the disturbed sec- 
tions of West Virginia, I am forced to 
conclude that there is but one solu- 
tion to the whole question as it af- 
fects the citizenry the the State of 
West Virginia, and that is complete 
abolition of the mine guard and 
Baldwin-Felts system now in general 
use throughout the nonunion coal 
mining fields of this State. 

‘Despite any statement that might 
be made to the citizenry by the Gov- 
ernor of the State of West Virginia, 
evidences of the brutality of the mine 
guards. and Baldwin-Felts agencies 
can be found in the nonunion terri- 
tories of West Virginia. My personal 
judgment is that the presence of 
Federal troops in the disturbed sec- 
tions of the State will result in im- 
mediate quiet being restored. The 
men engaged in the present conflict 
against the Governor's misuse of 
power welcome with open arms the 
coming of Federal troops. They be-

‘It is not generally understood, 
but it is nevertheless true, that on 
Aug. 26, these citizens engaged in the 
present uprising egainst the Bald- 
win-Felts and mine guards entered 
into an agreement with Gen. Band- 
holtz and President Keeney to dis- 
perse peaceably and return to their 
homes, with the distinct understand- 
ing that their lives would be pro- 
tected whilst following out the terms 
of the agreement. 

Says Miners Did Disperse. 

The miners in good faith, did dis- 
perse and did return to their homes, 
but not quite 24 hours after they had 
returned to their homes, an armed 
constituting members 
of the State constabulry and depu- | 
ties from Logan County, crept into 
the town of Sharples in the dead of 
night when the men, women and 
children of the community were in 
their beds, and when those armed 
thugs had completed their night’s 
work they had killed two members 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, and injured another two. 
They stealthily crept back to where 
they came from, and despite the fact 
that the responsibility for the com- 
mission of this most reprehensible 
crime was charged directly to the 
State, yet up until today, so far as I 
know, the Governor of the State of 
West Virginia has not even interest- 
ed himself in this most deliberate 
killing, which it is alleged members

“Citizenry Outraged.” 

“The feelings of the citizenry of 
the entire State of West Virginia 
were completely outraged as a re- 
sult of the crime, which was com- 
mitted in Sharples and resulted in a 
complete remobilization of not only 
the forces which had returned to 
their homes under the terms of the 
original agreement made with Gen. 
Bandholtz and President Keeney, 
but in addition to that force there 
came up the valleys of Lens Creek, 
Little and Big Coal creek, hundreds 
of citizens from practically every 
county in the State to join with the 
citizens of Sharples, Blair and all of 
the other mining towns In the neigh- 
borhood tn a fight for the abolition 
of this most terrible system which is 
permitted to be practiced by the 
State authorities. 

The general impression that has 
been created by the Governor ts that 
the movement of this armed band 
of men is confined to members of 
United Mine Workers of America. 
Nothing could be further from the 
truth.

pleas, he has not been able to mus- 
ter a sufficient number of citizens of 
this great state to make up a cor- 
poral’s guard to go out and defend 
his policies. 

Federal troops are now on their 
way into the State.

Let us hope when this situation 
passes over and Federal jurisdiction 
has been removed from West Vir- 
ginla that Gov.

Felts spies, gun men and notorious 
guards out of the State.’ 

“Such an ultimatum, served by 
him upon these people, will have a 
far-reaching effect in restoring that 
measure if industrial tranquillity 
which the United Mine Workers of 
America belleve the citizens of West 
Virginia are entitled to receive.”’

Prohibition turns out to be an _  insid!- 
ously-planned attack on water. We have 
had prohibition for almost two years in 
the United States, and in even that brief time 
the former custom of drinking water has al- 
most passed out. Our condemnation of the 
drys for this cannot be too severe. Water 
comes dangerously near being indispensable to 
man. It is at once healthful and cleansing.

STREET DUST AND DISEASE. 
N the autumn it is not unusual 
for children returning from the 
country to the city to suffer from 
colds, sore throat, ete. Thi be- 
cause they are temporarily jaccus- 
tomed to dust infection. The tender 
mucous membranes of the air pas- 
sages succumb to the germ-laden 
dust and as a result they suffer 
more or less from acute infections of 
the eyes, nose, throat, tonsils, etc, 

The connection between street 
dust and a number of diseases is 
now clearly established. 
Claimed that out of 46 experiments 
on animals, the germs contained ‘in 
city dust caused infectious diseases 
in 32 cases. 

Dust may so lower the vitality of 
the mucous membranes by produc- 
ing an irritated condition of the 
respiratory organs that the devel- 
opment of disease is made easy from 
the germs deposited thereon, 

Street dust consists of ashes, 
ground up steel, fron, stone and as- 
phaltum, house and store sweepings. 
pollens of plants, excrements of 
horses, dogs and birds, dried sputa, 
dead pulverized insects, pulverized 
earth, plaster and cement, earth from 
street excavations, soot from chim- 
neys, debris from fruit stands, gar- 
bage, and even human excrements, 
which in crowded regions are fre- 
quently voided by children or adults 
in, alleys and ill-lighted streets. This 
filth is being whirled into our faces 
by the wind, by motor and street 
cars, and other vehicles, while we 
walk or drive; 
Aces, factories, theaters, churches, 
stores where meats, fish, fruit, veg® 
tables, breadstuffs, cake, pastry, 
candies, confectionery, etc., form a 
final resting place for this germ-laden 
filth. It also settles on walls, car- 
pets, curtains, clothes, and then is 
set freshly into circulation with each 
and every dusting and sweeping. 

Is it any wonder that the mem- 
branes of the eyes, nose and throat 
have to work overtime to rid them- 
selves of these materials and to es- 
tablish an equilibrium of the blood 
circulation in the membranes to 
prevent “catching cold” and more 
serious diseases. 

The hardy character of tubercu- 
losis bacillus is unfortunately too 
well proven, not only when in pu- 
tum, but when kept in a dry condli- 
tion. Dust ranks foremost as a con- 
veyor of tuberculosis from man to 
man. 

The remedy for abati street 
dust is, thorough flushing t streets 
with large amounts of water. In 
order to make street sprinkling ef- 
fective, it should either be #eufficient- 
ly abundant to wash the dirt away 
into the sewers, or if moderate 
amounts of water are used, then ft 
becomes imperative to put in the wa- 
ter some suitable disinfectant. 

It would be healthier to do the 
principal cleaning of the streets at 
night.
